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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Lyies et al., US Patent No. 6,563,829, discloses a method and apparatus for 
providing integrated packet services over a shared-media network. LyIes does not teach 
or fairly suggest the features as recited in step (c) and (d) of the independent claimi as 
shown on pages 10-13 (part VII) of the appeal brief.
